The Coming Colored Convention Not to Be a 
Political Affair—What the Black Man Wants 
—A Boom for Butler.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 12.—A 
Post-DIsPATCH correspondent called on Mr. 
Fred Douglass this afternoon at Uniontown 
Hill, 

“Mr. Douglass,” asked the correspondent, 
“What do you think will be done at the com- 
ing convention of colored men at Louisville?” 

“It will be pretty hard to tell what this 
eonvention will do,” he answered. “Of 
course it cannot ignore politics entirely, for 
now that the colored man is a citizen, a voter 
and a tax-payer the question of politics and 
the party thatis to govern the country in 
which he lives is one of vital interest to him, 
as well as any other citizen, still it is not the 
intention to make it a political convention.” 

“What is its main object?” 

“The advancement of the condition of the 
colored race. The laws, as they stand, are all 
right enough. lf they were enforced they 
would give us all the privileges that we re- 
quire. What we want is the more thorough 
enforcement of the laWs in the South, so that 
the colored citizen may enjoy the privileges 
that the Constitution and the laws confer 
upon him. We want the 

RIGHT TO VOTE UNMOLESTED, 
to have the jury privileges that the law gives 
us, and we want better educational privileges. 


We want an honest day’s wages for an hon- 
est day’s work, so that our citizens may gain 
for themselves homes, intelligence and self 
respect, and the respect of the country and 
the world.” ° 

“Then you will not ask that any_pew laws 
shail be enacted?” 

‘‘No, we shall merely growl because those 
that we have are not enforced.” 
“Do you really think that is the case ?’’

A Telegram from El Paso del Norte—The 
Mystery not Exploded— Comical Phases of 
‘the Rivalry of the Morning Papers—The. 

. Smith Case.

Eu Paso, Tex., September 12.—A dozen 
rumors are afloat here regarding the Church- 
fll matter, though it is now universally ¢on- 
ceded that the girl Mary Burns is not Miss 
Churchill. Mary Burns is now in Chihua- 
‘hua, and her mother keeps a boarding house 
‘there. She resembles Mary- Churcbill’s 
published description very much. Mr. 
Caldwell is “stopping at the same boarding 
house, which gave additiontl color t the 
theory that she was Miss Churchill. 
If she has been here she did not come with 
‘Caldwell. The story that she is held here 
by blackmailers is the one most generally 
accepted, but whether on this side of the 
river or the other is a disputed point. No 
one seems to know who holds her, but it is 
vaguely hinted that it is some prominent 
citizen. The story appears lacking in 
requisite details. Caldwell left here on the 
28th and reached Chihuahua the same day. 
Several days ago, however, he left for the 
Parallel, having previously rented a room in 
a private -house and paid the rent for 
amonth. Heis expected back in Chihua- 
hua. Reports from Chihuahua say Mary 
Churchill is supposed to have arrived in that 
city the night before last, but het where- 
abouts are unknown, “Ihe woman who was 
first taken for her has been there a 
couple of weeks.

Expect news this afternoon from him and the 
lady said to be Miss Churchill.

A Newspaper Warfare. 

A warfare between the two morning dailies 
has grown out of the Charchill case. While 
waged with great bitterness by the prin- 
cipals there is nothing but amusement in it 
for outsiders. The bitterness dates from 
the first announcement of the girl’s disap- 
pearance, which was made by the Republic- 
an. Coli. Churchill when convinced that his 
daughter had left home sent the news to 
both the morning papers. The messenger 
called at the Republican office, and was in- 
duced by the people there to wait until the 
next day before giving it te the Globe-

learned that night that their loathsome

CRIMINAL COSTS. 


The Expenses to the State and De- 
fense in the Kring Case. 


What a Legal Fight Extending Over a Period 
of Eght Years Cost the City, State and 
Defendant. 


- 


The final entry in the case of Charles F. 
Kring has been made on the docket of the 
Court of Criminal} Correction, abated on ac- 
count of defendant’s death, and the court 
officers are now figuring up the costs of trials 
which were rendered futile and fruitless by 
the interposition of death. There has never 
been a case docketed in the Criminal Court 
which caused so much discussion and preju- 
dice against the defendant on account of 
the desperate struggle for his life and 
the great expense to the State. Ithas been 
a standing assignment for years on the daily 
papers to figure up the costs in the Kring 
Cc and although many a reporter has 
worked for days figuring up the costs of 
capiases, subpenas, attachments, calls, etc., | 
none ever succeeded in successfully present- 
ing the costs of this remarkable criminal 
prosecution, which is only rivaled in the 
criminal reports of the United States  “ the 
Gallagher case of New York City. any 
who, up to the death of the defendant, were 
thoroughly conversant with every legal feat- 
ure of the case have, since that event, en- 
tirely forgotten the facts aud a brief review 
wiil not be out of place. 
CHARLES F. KRING, 
a druggist, became infatuated with Dora 
Broemser, the wife of his business partner, 
Jacob Broemser. ‘The woman rejected his 
roposition to abandon her husband and 
amily, and for this, ina fit of love frenzy, 
he shot and kifled her in the rear of her own 
house, at Fourteenth and Mullanphy streets. 
He was arrested and committed to jail Janu- 
ary 11, 1875, and occupied a cell for over 
eight years. He was tried six times, was 


twice sentenced to death once to 
twenty-five years in the Penitentiary, 
faced threo Criminal Judges, and with 


success carried his case to the highest court 
in the land, on legal points which arose out 
of the complications in the lower courts. The 
case was pending inthe criminal courts for 
eight years and three months, aad when on 
the point of receiving his discharge on a legal 
point which was sprung by Messrs. Jones « 
Seward, the defendant, who made such a 
bitter fight for his life, died of consumption 
at St. John’s Hospital, S'wenty-third and 
Morgan streets. 

THE COSTS OF THIS CASE 
which bas been reported in the books on crim- 
inal procedure as one of the most remarkable 
ever brought to the attention of the Ameri- 
can courts, have “been variously estimated 
between $15,000 and $20,000, and it will be a 
surprise even to the attorneys in the case to 
learn. that the total custs do not exceed 
$6,050. Of this amount over one-half has 
already been paid, so that the new costs to 
the city and State will not exceed $38,000. 
The costs of the case as figured up in round 
nuimbern, are as follows:

Of these amounts the board of the defend- 
ant, amounting to $1,500, cannot be taxed 
against the State under the _ latest 
decisions, so that the city is mulct for that 
amount, and has already paidit. The $2,500 
fees for juries from the city and county have 
already-been paid for, leavitg $2,100 due on 
the case, taking into consideration a bill of 
fees for $200 which has accumulated in the 
Court of Appeals, to which the case was 
taken after each unfavorable decision of 
judge or jury in the Criminal Court. Alto- 
gether the cost to city and State of the — 
years’ prosecution does not exceed $6,050, The 
cost of the case to the defendant was 
nearly double this amount. The day on 
which Kring left the jail for a hospital ward 
he said: **This fight for life has cost ine more 


‘than it bas the State. My case has almost made 


a bankrupt of my father, who at one time 
was comparatively well off. I have calcu- 
lated what itcost, and | find that it amounts 
to between $10,000 and $12,000.”

A Prohibition Wrif Recommended to be In- 
voked Against Jidge Noonan for His Decis 
sions in the Liquor Cases. 


After & week's deliberation the local rev- 
resentative of the State has finally decided 
on & plan of action, and says that In making 
areport of the discharge of the trust with 
which he has been honored, etc., he will be 
able to show that he resorted to every means 
to enforce the Downing law. Several days 


ago Col. Claiborne received .a_ letter 
from Governor Crittenden pertinent to 
the issue which was absorbing the 


attention of the public, but when asked 
the conients, with a view of giving to the 
public the latest gubernatorial sentiments 
on the saloon question, he refused, stating 
that the letter was not intended for the pub- 
lic. Since that date something has, or else 
something has not, trauspired in the pre- 
mises which changes the situation, and the 
Prosecuting Attorney has at last furnishe 
the press with the letter, the contents 0 
which have been minutely surmised hereto- 
fore. Gov. Crittenden expresses a desire 
thatevery legal means be exhausted to se- 
cure the enforcement of the Duwning law, 
and his appointee in a published interview 
reflects these expressions in warmer colors. 
In the meantime 
THE LOCAT, PROMIBITIONISTS 

do not hesitate to express their chagrin at the 
turn things have taken. ‘Toa iawyer, Who 
has any knowledge of the law,” said a prom- 
inent prohibitionist lawyer, this dillydally- 
ing about taking an appeal is sickening.

should have tinal jurisdiction in the interpre- 
tation of a statute which was enacted for 
the Stace. If such were the case we might 
have half a dozen jnferior courts through the 


State placing as many opposing cun- 
structions on any given law, and, as 
the Supreme Court itself says, we 


might have riot and biood shed in the streets 
when the officers would meet to execute cun- 
tradictory orders issued by different courts. 
if Col. Claiborne will only institutea new 
case. the defense will demur on the grounds 
that the law of 1857 is still in force and the 
defendant has cousequently been guilty of 
no offense in selling beeron Sunday. He 
could then ask the court for leave tofile a 
brief andin the mean time serve a writ of 
prohibition on the judge'on the ground that 
he is about to misconstrue the statute. 
In a case in the 36 Mo. the Supreme Court 
in its decision presents just such acase as 
that in point, and in this way the whole 
question can be brought to the immediate at- 
tention of the Supreme Court, skipping the 
Court of Appeals and the consequent delay.

Dramshop Licenses, — 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the City Col- 
lector had issued since the lst of September, 
516 dramshop licenses, and 137 licenses to 
keep beer and wine houses. The small num- 
ber of the second-class Jicenses taken out is 
a subject of comment. The fact is, that to 
make aliving on an exclusivelv beer and 
wine business is a very difficult matter, and 
Deputy Collector Clifford said this morning 
that when it came time to renew licenses in 
January, there would be still fewer applica- 
tions fort licenses'tof the second-class. A 
man will either take out a drain- 
shop license or go out of the busi- 
ness. Up to this date there has 
been nothing to indicate that the high 
license will reduce the number of saloons, 
there being no falling off in the average of 
applications. The first of January will, how- 
ever, show a different state-of affairs, and it 
is probable that the number of saloons will 

reduced from 1,700 to less than a thousand. 
Many dramshops-keepers are simply taking 
out the four-month license, in order to 
straighten out their affairs, and dispose of 
their stocks at retail, before the first of the 
year.

A Defense of His Position in the Frank 
James Trial 


A Posr-DispaTon reporter ran against 
Col. dno. F. Puillips, the Supreme Court 
Commissioner and late defender of Frank 
James, in the corridor of the South- 


ern Hotel to-day, he having arrived 
from Kansas City this morning. with Mrs, 
Phillips, “I think I ought to interview you, 
said the Colonel when the reporter a 
him. “Z am surprised at the position the 
Post-DIsPATcH has taken on this Frank 
James matter. It was always  friend- 
iy to mé when I was in politics, and why it 
dhouid attack me when I am out of politics is 
more than I can understand. I dropped pol- 
ities two years ago. There could be ho bet- 
ter evidence of this,” added the Colonel, 
laughing, “than my acespting the court com- 
missionersnip. That is voluntary political 
burial, But about this James matter, the 
first blunder made by the papers is 
the statement that I was appointed b 
the Governor, with the understanding that 
was to defend James, wheteas, the fact Is 
that the Governor did not appoint me, but I 
was appointed by the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, under the !aw. I simply stated in 
my speech that it was understood that 
would defend Frank James, and that action 
on my part was not thought 
in conflict with my duties as 
a member Of the commission, and so I was 
appointed. This was all known long ago. 
No lawis vidlated, and no wrong is done by 
my defending him. I was acting in the case 
as a private citizen and a lawyer. It was an 
act of 


CHARITY AND GOOD FAITH 

on my part, with no ulterior motives, 
olitical or otherwise, influencing me. 
had promised Frank James to aid in his 
defense months before I was appointed com- 
missioner, and as it was perfectiy compatible 
with my position and did not interfere with 
my dfities‘as a public officer, I felt called 
upon to fulfill my promise. It would 
have been moral eowardice in me Ww 
have done otherwise. If I had been paid a 
fee I could have returned it and refused to 
act and would have done so, but whien he 
appealed to me to help him and I promised, 
I could not desert him when the time came, 
especially as it was perfectly consistent 
with my position. I am not a member 
of the Supreme bench. There was no 
agreement, consultation or combination be- 
tween anybody. Now as far as political in- 
fluence being brought to bear to secure an 
acquittal is concerned, if there was any in- 
fluence it was the other way. ‘The Repub- 
licans, of course, wanted James  cun- 
victed and the Democrats were afraid of an 
acquittal, because of the charge that might 
be brought against the party, ahd for the 
same reason it is folly to talk about his de- 
fense being a bid for political capital. So 
far from it being such a bid, I consider it an 
actual sacrifice and an act that would be 
likely to operate againsta man _ politically. 
The verdict was given on the facts. ‘The 
testimony, notas published, but as given 
was insuflicient to convict h¥m. The public 
tried him on his record, but we must remem- 
ber that he was tried as any other man 
would be on the specific charge of killsng 
McMillan. Frr myseif 1 want no office and 
Ido not think under the circtmstances I 
sheuld de subjected to adverse personal crit- 
icism, As to its being consistent with my 
official duties, that may be a matter of uvpin- 
ion, 1 think it was and I fee! tov that my first 
duty is to the public as long as 1 hold a pub- 
lic office.

Another Accident to a Passenger Train 
on the Union Pacific.

If it were be- 
lieved that Mary CauRcHIL. was a prison- 
er im Mexico all Mexico would turn out to 

‘Tum law, like tavern, is open to all

While a hundred public interests press 
upon our notice and demand our attention, 
what are our city fathers doing? 

Nothing! 


THE SERVICE OF THE PRESS. 

The CHURCHILL mystery has now reached a 
stage where its soiution is almost a question 
of national honor. The pride, the public 
spirit, the highest and most generous senti- 
ments of a whole people are enlisted in the 
cause and committed to the principle of soiv- 
ing the mystery. 

The principle to be established is that in 
this great country, vast asis its extent, the 
daughter of an American citizen cannot be 
lost, shall not be left to disappear if skill or 
shtewdness, or money, or effort can find her. 

No governmental body, federal or local, 
has authority to raise the hue and cry 
and make the general search. It is better 
that it should be sv. 

Such authority would invite abuses and is 
open to other objections. 

Moreover there is a stronger and surer re- 
course. 

The self-interest of the press of this coun- 
try, the competition in the race of enter- 
prise, the rivalry for news, is of itself suf- 
ficient to stimulate all of the energies and 
call out all the resources of the press. When 
MARY CHURCHILL is found her recovery | 
will be due chiefly, if not wholly, to news- 
paper enterprise. 

This is only a sample of the service which 
the press of this country renders to the pub- 
lic welfare day by day; a service not unno- 
ticed and not unrecognized; a service which 
goes far to explain the vast influence and 
popularity of an enterprising and widely 
circulated newspaper.

Aré Pronounced the Cause of His 
Brother-in-Law’s Death at 
City Hospital. 


Husband and Wife ina Fair Way to Recover— 
A Sad History of an Unfortunate Family— 
Death or a Murderer’s Ceil for Blessing. 


Deputy-Coroner Peck this afternoon began 
an inquest on the body of W. W. Thielmann, 
the victim of Henry P. Blessing’s frenzy. 
The story of the murder as given by the wit- 
nesses has already been told in the newspa- 
pers. Blessing and his wife, who is a sister 
of the deceased, lived unhappily for over a 
year. She was young, and, according to the 
statements of the neighbors, given to gad- 
ding about the neighborhood with a bevy of 
young women, whose actions often 
made them liable to very severe 
comment. Blessing was a jealous 
man, and his giddy wife adoed 
a poor remedy to correct this insane ineiiha- 
tion. He had often remonstrated with her, 
and begged her to forego the associations, 
but she treated his request haughtily and 
continued a course which was suspicious to 
the neighbors and exasperating to a natural- 
ly jealous man, When driven to desperation 
by his wife’s fast manner of living he had 
frequently made threats, and the result was 
that Mrs. Blessing asked her brother to come 
and board at her house. Though in fear that 
her husband would carry out his 
menaces she only attempted to protect 
herself without mending her  biame- 
worthy ways. ‘The treubles of two 
years and the accumiulatién of suspicious 
circumstances culminated Monday night at 
1515 Cass avenue. On Sundav night Mrs. 
Biessing took $30 from the family savings 
without giving an account of her intentions.

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DECORATIVE ART. 


How Palatial Private Residences 
are Adorned. 


The Vanderbilt Mansion—Mrs. A. T. 
Stewart’s Home—Mrs, George Childs’— 
Other Costly: Houses—Some St. Louis 
Homes. | 


Decorative art, as one of the leading manias 
of the day, has opened a wide field fur 
ssthetic tastes in the ornamentation of 
household interiors. The different styles of 
the German,French and Spanish renaissance 
with the Moresque and Turkish are each and 
allin vogue, the one as fashionable as the 


other. The tendency of the timesis towards 
old styles of ail kinds, the colonial and all 
phases of the renaissance are particularly fa- 
vored. The renaissance style is peculiarly 
adapted tu the luxurious eaprices of the age. 
Mr. William K. Vanderbilt,of New York, has 
a superb mansion on the corner of Fifth av- 
enue and Fifty-second street. The large ba- 
ronial hall is lighted by five torche s filled 
with wax candles, and the walls are wain- 
scotted with Caen stone to match the 
Jarge mantlepiece. Above the  land- 
ing-place of the massive stairway of 
Caen stone are two large windows in 
siained glass, where on topaz colored 
medallions are shown the figures of the 
twelve aposties. The floors of the dining- 
room, at the end of the hall, are concealed 
by heavy portieres of velvet wrought in 
asmorial bearings. Itis of amost hospitable 
size—fifty four feetlong by thirty-five wide 
and has, in a deep recess, a magnificent 
stained glass window, the work and design 
of Oudinot, representing

or the meeting of Francis J. and Henry 
ViItl. The admirable perspective of the 
picture is remarkable. Venetian gilt and 
colored leather cover the walls. The mantel-

which @ sybarite would sigh for. La Faustin,

she passed one hour daily in the bath she 
longed for something on which to feast her 
eyes, 80 at her earnest request an ingenious 
artist covered the walls of the bath room 
with broad slabs of faience, painted in 
the luxurious shrubbery of the tropics, with 
silvery sheets of water, long marsh grasses, 
and bright plumaged birds flitting about. 
The floor, of the same material as_the walls, 
Was painted with the delicate ptnk flowers of 
the Japanese quince and wild cherry blos- 
soms. Inthe center of the ceiling was a 
rosare of pas reggae set in carved wood, 
painted sky blue, with sprays of 
flowers, imitating the open roof of 
& Kiosk. Around the rosare was a 
large square frame with deep corners, 
formed of stratifications of Baccarat crys- 
tal. From brazen brasero, in the center of 
the room, sprung a bush of white lilac and 
around were stools of Japenese porcelain. 
I'he bath was also of pure white faience, 
with a wreath of myrtle ieaves about the 
edge, and water flowed into it from swans’ 
necks of polished silver. An Eastern deco- 
rator has designed a Pysche mirror, of oval 
form, with two grotesque wooden figures on 
either side, in brown and black wood, of the 
Renaissance style. 
quilted in pale blue satin, but in anirregular 
manner, so as to imitate the veinure of 
crushed Morocco leather. This is only seen 
at the base of the mirror, as the remainder is 
concealed by a drapery of brown plush, fall- 
ing in uneven folds over the mirror, the 
rich curtain and the heads of the statuettes 
refiected in the mirror. 

. MRS. GEORGE CHILDS, 
wife of George Childs, proprietor of the 
Philadelphia Ledger, is very eccentric 
in the decorations of her house, preferring 
for this purpose monkeys; monkeys alive 
and running about, monkeys in cages, mon- 
keys paiuted and sculptured monkeys, There 
is now exhibited at Newport a suite of an- 
tique furniture, consisting of a huge side- 
board divided into eight massive pieces, 
twelve chairs. a clock, table. a settee anda 
chess board. These are all carved exquisitely 
and made of black oak. On the high top of the 
sideboard, are two small oa and between 
them is carved a branching oak tree, with 
the head of King Charles peeping out from 
his leafy cover. Lelow is carved the battle 
of Worcester, with this legend beneath : 
“Battle of Worcester, 1661. Fought for God, 
my king andmy country. Forget not the 
end.” On a side panel these words are 
carved: ““The stars are my camp, the Deity 
my light and strength,” and on another: 
“Grip fait.” On the base of the buffetis 
carved an admonition to the housekeeper: 
**Rub me well if you want me to look welli.’’ 
The chairs are very tall, the backs six feet 
high, with small cupboard closed by doors 
at the top. On one of them is_garved, 
‘Raleigh Manor” and on another “J6nn and 
Mary.”” The price set on these pieces is 
$16,000. 

‘The wealthy men of St. Louis are begin- 
ning to vie with their Eastern neighbors in 
the attention paid t the architecture and in- 
terior decorations of their dweliings. Col. J. 
L. D. Morrison’s home on Twenty-eight and 
Lucust streeis is one of the handsomest in 
the city. As the guest mounts the broad 
flight of steps of the mansion he sees in Mo- 
saic beneath his feet the word “Salve,” and 
as he enters he is struck by the all-prevail- 
ing elegance of the departinents which 
open on either side of a broad hall, from 
whieh they are divided by rich portieres. 
The gem of this lower floor is the little Turk- 
ish room. where the soft-cushioned divans 
aud tabourets are covered with Turkish and 
Persian stuffs, and hung with Oriental dra- 
peries. At night it is illumined bya light 
shaded by aruby-tinted glass. Mrs. Scan- 
lan’s home on Grand avenue is finished more 
after the style adopted by the French. 
The grand salon is modeled after the one 
in Victor Emanuel’s palace. The walls are 
without pictures, but are paneled instead 
with pale biue, alternating ‘with old 
satin, divided by gilt rods. The floor 
is a mosaic of rare woods, and over it is 
scattered Persian rugs. The upholstery of 
the furniture is all of blue and gold satin, 
and a divan in one corner its surmounted by 
a beautiful brique head of a dame a la Direc- 
toire. One of the chief beauties of this 
apartment mantel of 
Mexican onyx, above which, and set 
in the wall is an immense mirror. 
The draperies at the doors and windows are 
of blue and gold satin, falling over lace cur- 
tains of tne finest texture, embroidered in 
roses and fuchsias in their natural tints. 
The library and dining-room, on the opposite 
side of the hall, are paneled in dark crim- 
son satin, divided by an antique moulding 
of storks and birds, from the deep dado. 
Tne library is adorned by pictures of chii- 
dren. Here, too, is a fine statuette of 
“Rebecca at the well,” and on 
astand in another corner is a rare Vere- 
tian mirror surrounded by a wreath of roses. 
The immense bail-room is at the top of the 
house, but it has not been used since the re- 
ception given by the mistress of that es- 
tablishment to the French delegation. A 
fine billiard room on the basement floor is 
another attraction. 

Mrs. John J. Whittaker’s house, on Gar- 
rison avenue, built in,the Queen Anne style, 
is said to be very tastefully arranged within. 
{t has a wide hall, with a cosy fireplace and 
a well-lighted staircase, with a landing 
piace adorned with flowers. Mrs. Cliff Rich- 
ardson displays great taste in her house gn 
Locust street. The state apartments are 
filled with choice bric-a-brac, and her floors 
are covered with rugs made of valuable furs. 
Mrs. A. A. Handlan, too, has a choice collec- 
tion of rugs made of many kinds of skins, 
brought back from a recent trip to California. 

The residence of Mr. Donaldson is built 
after the old English style of architecture. 
In this the tints of the ceilings and walls 
and furniture are so happily biended as to 
produce a most charming effect. The walls 
of the vestibule are covered with gensd’ arme 
biue cloth laid on in panels divided by gilt 
mouldings. in the main hall, whieh is 
divided from the vestibule by a heavy 
tapestry curtain, the walls are concealed by 
imitations of old tapestry,the ground old gold 
and gensd’arme biue tapestry. At the end 
of the hall there is an ancient Dutch clock, 
which is mach prized by its owner. ‘The 
library is decorated after the Pompeian 
style. The furniture is of antique design. 
The mantel-piece is of carved wood with 
fire-place of bronze in antique patterns. 
There are several curiosities in this room in 
the way of ancient armor, etc. ln the recep- 
tion room the walls are of gold, with inter- 
section of warm, bright lines, and the ceilin 
is handsomely frescoed in old English 
style. Ihe wood work, mantle and furni- 
ture areof mahogany, and the upholstery and 
draperies of gensd’arme-biue and gold. The 
Oriental style prevails in the drawing-room, 
the ceiling frescoed in Oriental foliage, the 
design taken from a valuable work owned 
by Mr. Donaldson.

The Pains That are Taken to Have 
Successful Executions. 


a 


A New Device Warranted to Hang the 
Condemned with Neatness and Dis- 
patch. 


“Now, this is a new oné on me,” said Bob 
Humphrey as he opened his morning mail 
and read adescription of an invention which 
claimed for itself the advantages of ‘hang- 
ing men without danger of accident.’ I’ve 
attended a hundred executionsin my time, 


but it seems that they are reducing this 


thing to a science. I have just received 
a request from Asa Mattice & Son 
of Cleveland, Ohio, asking me to make 


b idsfor making execution ropes for a patent 
gallows.” The letter enclosed a carefully 
drawn design of the death machine, accom- 
panied by the following explanation: ‘State 
officials in these days of crime have-often 
very unpleasant duties to perform, more es- 
pecially county Sheriffs, who are by law 
compelled ty execute persons found guilty of 
murder and sentenced to be ‘hanged by the 
neck until dead.’ Now, in consideration of 
the fact that to vindicate the law the 
criminal must suffer death on the gallows, 
we believe, itis a Christian feeling to think 
that, for the malefactor and Sheriff, the most 
convenient, humane and safe from accident 
mode of inflicting the penalty should be 
adopted. Hence it is that we at this time 
address them respectfully, calling their at- 
tention to the fact that we have perfected a 
trap or portable machine for execution pur- 
poses, one that is convenient and reliably 
sure. Weare prepared to furnish this and 
build a seaifold at any place within a thou- 
sand miles of Cleveland on six days’ notice 
from the Sheriff desiring our services. 
When boxed and ready for shipment it oc- 
cupies only a space of 2 feet 6 inches by 4 
feet, and can be set up and ready for work 
in tifteen minutes.”” 
THE PORTABLE SCAFFOLD, 

which the confident inventor advertises as 
insuring a “successful execution,” is built on 
the plan of the scaffold in the Four Courts 
yard, but is a much smaller cuntrivance, 
occupying a space less than four 
feet square when erected, The trap is op- 
erated with a pair of hinges, and level with 
the plattorm keptin place on the open side 
by two large. boits worked by combination 
levers, which are controlled by a foot lever 
located 3% feet from the trap. While the 
condemned is on the trap the Sheriff quietly 
pushes back the lever with his foot, official- 
ly murdering the unfortunate without any 
display of exertion. or as Mattice & Son 
put it “with neatness and  dispatch.’’. 
Speaking of the contracts, Bob Humphrey 
said: *‘They want me to make them %-inceh 
ropes. This is a larger execution rope than 
I have been in the habit of making. In this 
city we only use %-inch rope now. Up to 
Sheriff Finn’s time: 4-inch diameter was the 
largest noose used, but he was afraid that 
that this might cut the jugular, and I in- 
creased the sizeto %-inch diameter, and 
have been making that size ever since.”’ 

“What size do you ship away?” : 

“Any that they ask for. The Western 
sheriffs have no confidence ina rope unless 
itisas big as a hog-chain. In many dis- 
tricts a buhgling execution euts short the 
official life of the sheriff, and it is a thing 
much dreaded by ambitious sheriffs. . They 
want rope as thick as they can get it.” 

“What do you charge for a rope?” 

“Well, if 1 make a special rove I ask from 
ten to fifteen dollars forit. but the ordinary 
price is. seven dollars and fifty cents fora 
seven-vighth-inch rope.” 

“Of what hemp do you make your rope?” 

“If I get a good quality I am not particu- 
lar whether it is Italian, Russian or Awmeri- 
can. There is 

MORE IN TWISTING THE STRANDS 
than there is in the hemp. IL have a 
record in that ljiine that | am a li 
pruud _ of, because I never 
a rope or any execution 
was bungled in any way. WhenlI getan 
order I make the rope out of fresh new hemp 
and when I send it back I send written in- 
structions to the sheriff so that he will not 
ruin the rope by experimenting. Before a 
county sheriff goes into an  execu- 
tion he experiments with 200 pound 
stones ete., drilling his company so that 
they will be perfect when the execution 
takes place. In doing this he fails to soap 
the robe or else uses some poor quality that 
eats into the hemp, and the result is that 


when the real hanging should come off there | 


is a horrible accident. I have never had any 
with my ropes. I was charged with making 
a rope which broke down in Arkansas about 
a year ago and I went to some trouble to 
show thatI had not twisted that rope. It 
was made by Tower of New York and not 
by me.
